POLICE CAMPAIGN AIMS 
TO CUT BOOZE DISORDER

Troublesome and violent 
drunks could be banned from 
entering pubs and stopped 
from buying alcohol during 
set times following the launch 
of a new team to help fight 
booze-fuelled disorder. 

In what is thought to be the 
first of its kind in the UK, 
Northamptonshire Police 
launched a new alcohol harm 
reduction team, to try to bring 
down late-night violence, 
crime and drunkenness. 

The team, which will be 
made up of six constables 
and one sergeant, will carry 
out undercover checks on 
pubs, clubs and off-licences, 
highlighting crime trends in 
problem premises and mak¬ 
ing sure establishments ad¬ 
here to the laws and do not 
sell to alcohol to people who 
are already drunk. 

The team will also aim 
to crack down on underage 
booze sales. 


The new team will also tar¬ 
get street drinking and under¬ 
age drinkers during the school 
holidays, however, it was re¬ 
vealed much of the work will 
be done at night and across 
weekends. 

One of the tools police say 
they are planning to use is a 
booze ban, which officers say 
will be similar to an anti-social 
behaviour order (ASBO) and 
will be handed out to persist¬ 
ent drunks. 

Officers said the orders, 
which are seen as “an exten¬ 
sion” to PubWatch banning 
orders, are given out by mag¬ 
istrates and have the power to 
ban people from going to pubs 
and even from buying alcohol. 

Chief Superintendent Paul 
Fell said: “We will be monitor¬ 
ing people who are arrested 
and dealt with in our town 
centres.” 

He said the team had al¬ 
ready started the process of 
identifying people who could

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Lings Wood nature reserve in Northampton 

Warning for vigilance after 
venomous snake bites dog 


Dog owners in Northampton 
are being warned to keep a 
close eye on their pets after 
a venomous snake bit a Staf¬ 
fordshire bull terrier during a 
walk in a town nature reserve. 

One-year-old Belle nearly died 
after she was bitten on the leg 
by an adder in Lings Wood Na- 
ture Reserve last month. 

Owner Tony Burton, 
aged 46, of Little Billing, did 
not spot the snakebite un¬ 
til the early hours of the fol¬ 
lowing morning when black 
and white brindle Belle’s leg 
swelled up and she started to 
shake. 

The father-of-two and his 
wife took their pet to Abing- 
ton Park Veterinary Surgery in 
Wellingborough Road, where 
she received emergency treat¬ 
ment for the wound. 

Mr Burton, who has been 
walking dogs in the nature re¬ 
serve off Lings Way in Lings 
for 14 years, said: “Nothing 
like this has every happened 
to us before. 

“I didn’t expect it and I 
had never heard of anything 
like this happening to anyone 
else.” 

While in the reserve, Belle 
ran off to play in the under¬ 
growth when Mr Burton heard 
her make a series of loud, cry¬ 
ing noises. However, when she 
ran back to him she was fine so 
he thought she had been play¬ 
ing around. 

Belle was in intensive care 
at the veterinary surgery in 
Wellingborough Road, Ab- 
ington, before being released 
on Sunday evening and she is 
now expected to make a full 
recovery. 

Mr Burton, who also has 
an eight-year-old border col¬ 
lie, Drift, said: “If it wasn’t for 
the vet’s quick reaction Belle 


would not be here now. 

“It was so much stress and 
trauma and the children were 
devastated.” 

Ann Jagoe, from Abington 
Park Vets Surgery, has warned 
dog owners to look out for any 
signs of puncture wounds as it 
is essential that they get treat¬ 
ed as soon as possible if they 
have been bitten. 

She said: “Adder bites can 
sadly be fatal in dogs but if 
they are treated, most will re¬ 
cover. The bites are not very 
common as adders tend to 
move away when animals or 
humans threaten them. I’d 
urge owners to get their dogs 
checked out straight away if 
they spot any unexplained 
puncture wounds on them.” 

Mr Burton added: “My fam¬ 
ily are dog lovers and we don’t 
want this to happen to anyone 
else.” 


Hunt is on to find 
dangeroussnake 


Rangers at Lings Wood Nature 
Reserve are now trying to locate 
the snake. Reserves officer Paul 
Trevor said they had put out pieces 
of corrugated iron across the 
reserve to attract snakes who like 
to bask on them. He said rangers 
would check the iron regularly, 
adding: “In Northamptonshire 
adders are somewhat unrecorded. 
In Lings Wood there has never 
been an adder seen or reported. 
Therefore it is interesting that this 
has happened.” Rangers have in¬ 
stalled signs to warn visitors about 
potentially venomous snakes in the 
area while they carry out an investi¬ 
gation regarding the incident. Mr 
Trevor added: “We want people to 
be able to enjoy the woodland.”

Nationwide is considering 
moving into the proposed new 
university campus in North¬ 
ampton town centre, it has 
been reported. 

The company, which cur¬ 
rently employs 2,100 staff in 
Moulton Park, announced 
this week it was exploring 
the option of moving to a site 
in the town centre. 

The Chronicle & Echo has 
learnt the firm has four op¬ 
tions it is looking into, with 
its first choice being a move 
to the St Peters Way area off 
the town centre and the sec¬ 
ond being a move to the new 
Waterside university campus 
off Bedford Road. 

A third option is believed 
to be another location in 
the enterprise zone and the 
fourth is to renovate the

“Pointless plan for non-existent castle” 


■ Liberal Democrat politicians have said 
Northampton’s former castle should not be 
celebrated “as it does not exist”. 
Multi-million pound plans to create a ‘herit¬ 
age gateway’ to celebrate the 12th century 
castle were revealed earlier this month. 

But Councillor Sarah Uldall (Lib Dem, St 
George) has said the scheme was pointless. 
Speaking during a meeting of the county 
council, she said: “We’re spending millions 
celebrating a piece of our heritage that, in 


fact, no longer exists. Unfortunately, our 
Victorian ancestors saw fit to raise the castle 
to the ground, so 1 think this whole concept 
is based on a fairly flimsy premise.” 

Her argument has been dismissed by North¬ 
ampton South’s Conservative MP, Brian 
Binley. He said: “The castle exists just below 
the surface and also in the imagination of 
young people. Comments like these just 
show how limited the Liberal Democrats’ im¬ 
agination is.”

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Headquarters plan 
won't go over budget 


Leader’s pledge on £43m development 



FEATURE 


he leader of North¬ 
amptonshire County 
Council has pledged 
that plans for a £43 
million new headquar¬ 
ters for the authority will not 
be allowed to run over budget 
or over time. 

Six possible designs for 
the new council headquarters 
were revealed this week. 

It is planned to move 2,000 
council staff from buildings 
across Northampton into the 
new office complex, which is 
due to be built on a council car 
park at the back of County Hall 
by autumn 2016. 

The leader of the authority, 
Councillor Jim Harker (Con, 
Ise) said: “This building has to 
be completed on time and on 


cost. I won’t let this become 
one of those sad stories you 
hear of public buildings which 
end up overrunning and cost¬ 
ing extra. We’re not going to 
have that here.” 

The authority has claimed 
the development will save up to 
£54 million which would have 
been spent on the running costs 
of the 12 existing buildings. 

They have also estimat¬ 
ed that the 2,000 people who 
would be brought back into 
Northampton town centre 
would bring £12 million into 
the area’s economy each year. 

Councillor Harker said he 
also believed the development 
would become a modern icon 
for Northampton. 

He said: “I think we’re very 
pleased with the way all the dif¬ 
ferent architects have respond¬ 
ed to the design challenge. 

“Obviously these are still 


sketches and there will still be 
a lot more detailed work to do, 
but I hope this will create a land¬ 
mark new building for North¬ 
ampton. 

“This is an important site 
and this will be a large new 
building for the town centre, so 
inevitably it will be a landmark.” 

But members of the public 
gave a more mooted response 
to the design proposals. 

Commenting on the Chron’s 
Facebookpage, Stewart Wright 
said the modern designs resem¬ 
bled a ‘prison made out of Lego’. 

Highlighting the Guildhall 
as a Northampton landmark, he 
added: “Not a day goes by when 
local people don’t bemoan the 
loss of some wonderful old 
buildings in our town. 

“Those were replaced by Le¬ 
go style monstrosities which we 
all hate such as the bus station 
and Sol Central. The one piece 


of architecture that’s truly great 
is the Guildhall. So please put a 
bit of effort in. We don’t want 
another prison.” 

Matt Kingsley Wright also 
expressed concerns about the 
location of the proposed build¬ 
ing in Angel Street, at the back 
of County Hall. 

He said: “Where are the peo¬ 
ple who work here going to park 
their cars? One thing for sure 
is because it’s hidden away on 
Angel Street no one will ever see 
it and it will never be an icon.” 

Plans for the Project Angel 
building were first revealed by 
the county council in 2010. 

It is planned that the office 
development will have a small 
number of shops at its base, 
with offices for council staff 
above. 

County Hall would remain 
the civic hub for the author¬ 
ity, with council meetings still 


held there. Some of the historic 
buildings around County Hall 
could however be converted 
into shops or a hotel. 


All six possible designs for 
Project Angel are on show at the 
library in Northampton town 
centre until tomorrow evening.

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Architect slams 
the designs 

A WORLD-RENOWNED 
architect has said all the 
designs for Northamptonshire 
County Council’s new head 
office are “dull” and labelled 
some of the designs no better 
than a budget hotel. 

Will Alsop was born in 
Northampton but now runs 
an architectural practice in 
London and undertakes top¬ 
flight design projects across 
the world. 

Discussing the plans for 
Northampton’s Project Angel 
building he said: “There seems 
to be a distinct lack of bravery 
in Northampton. 

“If you’re going to spend 
more than £40 million on 
a new public building like 
this, you want something 
that’s going to make a real 
contribution to the town. 
I don’t think any of these 
proposals work on that level.” 

The design expert, who 
also teaches architecture, said 
that in his opinion, design F 
was the dullest of all, while A 
looked like a budget hotel. 

He was more appreciative 
of designs B and C for their 
uses of colour and inclusion 
of public spaces. 

He also admitted design 
D was more “pleasurable” 
than the others, although he 
labelled the fact the building 
was in the shape of a large ‘N’ 
“corny”.

‘Defunct’ Avon buildings to be demolished 


Aseries of “defunct” manufac¬ 
turing buildings from Avon’s 
headquarters in Northampton 
are due to be demolished. 

The global cosmetics firm de¬ 
molished its old head office in 
the town in 2010, shortly after a 


state-of-the-art new headquar¬ 
ters was built on aneighbouring 
plot of land. 

The company has now no¬ 
tified Northampton Borough 
Council that it plans to knock 
down a number of remaining 
buildings which were once used 


to make cosmetics. 

In a letter to the authority, 
the firm’s director of global re¬ 
al estate, Carole Stronach, said: 
“The intended demolition of 
buildings at the Avon site is due 
to take place as the manufac¬ 
turing business has since been 


relocated and the buildings 
are therefore defunct and no 
longer needed for operational 
purposes. This latest phase of 
demolition follows a previous 
programme of demolition of 
redundant buildings that has 
taken place on the site.” 


The redundant buildings 
which will be removed from the 
site include afuel storage tank, a 
chemical store and a water tank. 

Avon has said it expected 
the environmental impact of 
the work to be minimal. Long¬ 
term plans for the Nunn Mills 


area of Northampton could see 
a new campus for The Univer¬ 
sity of Northampton built next 
to Avon’s headquarters. 

Avon moved into their cur- 
rentheadquartersin Nunn Mills 
in 2009, the same year as the 
firm’s 50th anniversary.

Hamilton’s British GPfrustration 


LEWIS HAMILTON was left to 
reflect on the British Grand Prix 
win that got away after seeing his 
latest Silverstone victory bid end 
in a blur of shredded Pirelli rub¬ 
ber. 

The driver for the Brackley- 
based Mercedes team had looked 
on course to add to his masterful 
2008 triumph at the Northants 
track when he surged into the 
lead from pole position in Sun¬ 
day’s race.

But he accelerated down the 
Wellington Straight on the eighth 
lap, Hamilton’s left-rear tyre sud¬ 
denly exploded. Hamilton was 
not alone in suffering such a 
fate, with Felipe Massa, Jean-Eric 
Vergne and Sergio Perez also be¬ 
ing hit by left-rear failures on an 
embarrassing day for the sport. 

The Briton launched a su¬ 


perb recovery drive from last 
through to fourth, but said: “I’m 
disappointed with the race and I 
would have loved to deliver the 
win for all the British fans here 
at Silverstone. 

“The race started so well for 
us; I felt comfortable out in front 
and was managing my pace. The 
tyre problem was such a shame 
and from then it was just a case 
of giving it my all and battling as 
far up the field as possible.”
